e recent election of Winston Silcott as honorary president 
■ •I the L.S.L. student union has provoked predictable oul- 
'.ige In the press among Tory and Labour MP* und from 
1 be Police. 

I be election and subsequent controversy has of course 
ulreudy served Wl* purpose, which wa* to rekindle support, 
and reinforce the mmpuign lor Silcott* release. For Winston 
Silcott und his co defendant*, like ihe Birmingham Sis, 
< aildford l our, Winchester Three und the appellants in 
the Carl Bridgewater trial, to name but a lew, the word 
Biltish Justice has proved to be a contradiction in term*, 
f irst of all, In contrast to the "yellow press" and in fair¬ 
ness to the accursed, lets look at the facts. 

\i the beginning ol the trial there were sis people in 
the dock for the killing ol PC Blukelock, two |uvinile* 
•‘god 15 and 16 (A and B 'or the purpose of identification), 
Mark Rraithwaitc, Engin Rughip and Winston Silcott. 

I be first juvenile we wil call is A who hud the r use 
against him dismissed bet ause his confession, the judge 
decided, wu* ’high fantasy' und 'incredible' 0 *dillenng in 
ituclal details from Ihe account given by ull other eye 
witnesses. He confessed to stubbing PC Blukelock in the 
leg and chest where the pathologist said there were to 
« •und*. The boy, who was 13 at the time, mude his con¬ 
tention after being held in custody for 3 days without 
ar cess to his parent* 01 a solicitor. He hud been Inter 
ro;uled naked, except for underpunt* and u blanket. Chief 
Superintendent Grantham Melvin denied he had prevented 
access to solicitors to the boy und other defendants, to 
make It easier to obtain a confession, or because solicitors 
might advise clients of their right to silence. Melvin insist- 
i-d that his chief feur was that the solicitors might engage 
in u "conspiracy to pervert the course of justice". At this 
explanation Mr Justice Hodgson dearly irritated replied 
"What was the scenario 9 Was he supposed to tell everyone 
whai the suspect told him". 

Mr.Melvin failed to produce a single specific example, 
ii*> rely repealed his general proposition. 

o weeks later the Judge threw out the rase against 

■ 16 year old, said to have a mental age of seven and 

one confession differed markedly (mm account* ol other 
•vitm-sses, yet his interrogator* hud mude "little effort" 
10 check the details. • 

Ihe rase aguinst the third juvenile was equully weuk, 
though he was the only delenduni confronted by an eye 
witness, however due to a determined lather he had access 
to a solicitor and significantly the only one that did mil 
make a confession or "mcnminuting Mutcim-nt". 

Ihe "eye witness" Juson ( obhum, aged 18, who alleged 
he had seen the boy Join the attack, collapsed under cross 
examination, and udmttted that his testimony had been 
"dotted with lies" und that he hud falsely accused another 
south who was later charged with uflray. 

He received a number of inducements to testily from the 
police. Including u job, flat und money. And although he 
admitted taking part in the riot he wu* only charged with 
threatening behaviour und fined £200, whilst other* who 
niayed a comparable role were given 5 and 7 years. 

A senior detective commenting on the collapse of the 
only prosecution witness said "the coloureds make notorious 
bad witnesses". 

What then of the evidence against the accused who were 
found guilty. En - Rughip was convicted of murder solely 
on the admission that he saw the attack and wa* armed 
with a broomstick. 

In the case of Winston Silcott, who got a 30 year rec¬

As poll, 
fled PC Blakelock fell and Silcott, helped by Raghtp amt 
Brelthwatte, went In for the kill. H- hacked at the polic. 
man's body with a huge blade, planning to sever the he. 
and mount it on a pole as a "trophy*. Similarly lurid 
graphic "eye-witness accounts” appeared in other paper . 
none of the allegations were supported in court by adnus- 
able evidence. So they Invented It. But why? 

In political "show trials" like this, not only are the defat*: 
ants on trial, but In the event of an acquittal, the credit) 
ilit y of the police, judiciary, state etc., can be undermmec. 
The role of the media in political trials Is therefore crli 
leal. Convictions m themselves are useless or even counte< 
productive if the ultimate Jury, the general public, an 
not convinced or satisfied that 'justice' has been served. 
Descriptions of Silcott as a "Godfather” who ruled will) 
a v' jrfoo like srlp of fear” serve the purpose of creating 
violent, racist images in the minds of the publlcf om< 
established as truth they later prove very difficult to den' 
or refute. (Similar campaigns were mounted more recentl> 
by the ’yellow press’. Both Incidentally led by the Sun 
after the ITV programme 'Death on the Rock', when 
Carmen Proeltu and other witnesses were denounced a- 
prostitutes, drug-dealers etc. And of course after the Hill- 
borough disaster, In an attempt to cover for Incompetent 
administration and policing they tried to lay the blam*- 
at the feet of the working class people of Liverpool.) A 
secondary purpose Is lo dispel or squash any lingering 
doubts or sympathy people might have felt for the victim', 
or the accused. 

Similarly it became clear during the trial that there wj- 
no evidence lor the widely reported claim by the then 
Met Police Commissioner, Sir Kenneth Newman thui 
"Anarchists and Trotskyltes*(!) had planned the riot. Two 
of the defendants In the trial were while, as were a third 
of those charged, but police admitted they followed or 
were led by blacks. Nor, It transpired. Was there any sub 
stance to the i ' vatlons that the garages had been flooded 
to make "lethal lakes of petrol" as suggested by Assistant 
Commissioner Mike Richards. 

The only evidence of a conspiracy, to plan or set up the 
riot, ironically enough left the finger pointing lirmly ui 
the police themselves, rather than the residents of Broad 
water farm. During the trial It was disclosed that polite 
units were on alert to expect disturbances In the Tottenham 
urea on Saturday the day before Cynthia Jarrett was killed. 

and admitted they had 400 men in riot gear on standbt 
in Wood Green some hours before the trouble started on 
the Sunday. 

A week before the trial ended the press led by the Dall\ 
Express alleged that another riot was being planned because 
thousands of milk bottles had gone missing, a lot of petrol 
was being sold, crossbows being bought etc., to remind 
the jury of the "conspiracy theory" in an attempt as th<- 
Guardian pointed out "to Influence the result of the trial". 
(The blatant use of this type of black propaganda is no 
new. The Thursday and Fridry after Bloody Sunday 3o 
January 1972, when paras shot dead 13 unarmed civilian 
in Derry, the Mirror carried a headline "Fake Troops Peri' 
In Ulster". The report claimed that "Army chiefs wen- 
warned yesterday of a plot to start Iresh bloodshed in 
Ulster. They were told the terrorists, disguised in stolen 
uniforms will be in Newry for tomorrows illegal Civil 
Rights March. They fear the IRA may start a new blood' 
battle by firing on crowds of marchers". As in the Broad 
water case it was to clear the Army/Pollce of responslh 
llity). 

After three days the jury returned, three o( the five women 
on the jury were in tears while another fainted before- 
leaving the jury box, and yet they still returned a unan 
imous verdict of guilty beyond reasonable doubt ’ As a 
result Winston Silcott, who got a sentence of 30 years. 
Is not due (or parole until 2017. 

Appeals of the Guildford Four are coming up for a second 
time later this year when they have been in prison for 
15 years. Despite their undu-bted innocence there is absol 
utely no chance of their release. Because clearing their 
names would mean discrediting pollca evidence and in the 
process seriously undermining us credibility, something 
the system is not likely to entertain. 

If there is one single factor that has accelerated the 
erosion of civil liberties (and there isn’t) it Is the role 
played and the experience gatrted by the State in Ireland. 
Their involvement In the war over there hax given them 
renewed confidence to coerce In the event they fill to 
persuade any section of the population with whom the* 
are in conflict. In the knowledge that they will be quickly 
Isolated with the full cooperation ol the media. This ir 
turn promotes the arrogant decisions that In respond 
provoke the violent reactions. The army and the para 
military police are on hand simply to restore law am. 
order. They are well aware that the best way of keeping 
people acquiscent Is lo keep them ignorant. At the moment 
the only time people ever suspect what is being done in 
their name Is when they themselves become the victims. 
Therein lies the fatal flaw in the strategy. While the mas* 
media can smear and successfully isolate different section' 
of the working class, Irish republicans, blacks, miners et<.. 
they also radicalise them by demanding that they accept 
as truthy a version of events in complete conflict with 
their own direct experiences. The effect is to destroy main 
illusions about the nature of the State, the impartiality 
of the police, a free press or the Integrity of reform...i 
Labour politicians. As a consequence they learn more in 
six months than through reading socialist propaganda lor 
ten years. 

The task for genuine revolutionaries today is to build 
bridges between the working class communities In conflict, 
to eventually unite them In a single movement that Is 
of the class and for the class that will one day sweep 
the whole rotten system Into the fatter and replace it 
with one that is designed by the Immense majority, run 
by the imaranse majority In the interests of the Imamnsc 

••Jortty. 

Incidentally, Winston Silcott to not due up for parole until

RED ACTION SAYS: 

At last years Ard Fheis 'M 
Sinn Fein adopted a resultion 
of "no platform for the 

IRSP". though in effect it 
was BK*ely rubber stamping 
a tactic which they first 

employed inconsistently 

previously, its formal adoption 
has brought It into sharper 
focus, which sooner or later 
will certainly force all gen¬ 
uine anti-imperialists to take 
sides on this Isaue. 

As with the arbitrary excl¬ 

usion of INLA prisoners for 
Green Cross SF offers no 
explanation, and so It can 
only be assumed that it Is 

to secure party political 
advantage and that as SF 
drifts back to the political 
right they feel particularly 
vulnerable to an attack from 
the left and so seek to deny 
the IRSP the "oxygen of 
publicity”. 

Quite simply this is naked 
sectarianism and as It cannot 
be condoned it must be 
condemned, not least becau— 
in actual practice its effect 
on solidarity work both In 
Britain and Ireland may well 
prove disastrous. 

Recently Sinn Fein called 
for an "all Ireland, ami imp 
erlalist movement" in mrludr 
according to Martin M< 
Guinness the "Broadest possible 
range of political forces 
throughout Ireland". 

This has meant SF holding 
discussions with, among other 
dubious elements, the Comm¬ 
unist Party of Ireland who 
supporte d a workers party 
candidate standing against 
Bobby Sands In the Fermanagh 
/South Tyrone bye-elect Ion 
In INI, and whose trade 
union members voted against 
supporting the Hung.* Strikers 
five demands; while the IKSC 
SF's "natural sites" on the 
national question are the 
only ones to find themselves 
deliberately exrluded from 
this Brood Front. 

In Britain things are, if any¬ 
thing, even worse, with Sinn 
Feins "Foreign Policy" being 
embraced by committees 
and campaigns that only 


exist and roly far any cred- 
MUty they have oa the pat- 
ronage of the Republican 

The Birmingham Hunger Strike 
Committee which withdrew 
■peaking rights to the IRSP 
In IMS actually voted not 
to reply to a letter demand 
log an explanation! 

Given that the march Is 

10 Hunger Strikers do they 
need reminding that Patsy 
O'Hara, Kevin Lynch and 
Micky Devine were members 
of the Republican Socialist 
Movement. 

Red Action took the decision 
not to mobilise for the march 
on the basis that to support 
•ich an event without protest 
would be to endorse the 
repellent behaviour of the 
Committee. Due to the fact 
that the march, which waa 
inadequately stew anted last 
year was repeatedly attacked 
by hands of loyaiists/fasctsts, 
we were invited by the 
Republican Flute Band 'THE 
H-BLOCK MARTYRS', TO 
to provide stewards for their 
section of the march this 
year. In view of our past 
relationship with them we 
agreed but felt forced for 
the first tlate to lay down 
a condition, that being that 
In return they would play 
at and indeed support the 
Manchester Martyrs March 
in November. They argued 
that their participation would 
mean their expulsion from 
the Bands Alliance and so 
they refused. So did we, 
neither side feeling too happy 
about II (incidentally the 
march passed of peacefully, 
but possibly due to the pros 
pect of fascist violence only 
a couple of hundred attended, 
significantly down on last 
year). 



I hat apart. It is the current 
controversy surrounding the 
fate of the Manchester 
Martyrs Committee which 
brings Into sharpest relief 
the divisive Impact of Sinn 
Fein policy in regard lo 
solidarity work in Britain. 

The march having been 
abandoned in 1*74 due to 
fascist violence was defiantly 
revived In IMI with the 
support of the IRSP. From 
the beginning groups like 
Red ACtmn and the Bands 
Alliance supported it, and 
slowly, largely though the 
hard work of the Committee 
It emerged in 1986 us the 
moat colourful, confident 
and Indeed noisy pro-repub 
I lean march south of the 
border, attractii* 7 bands 


and 1500 supporters, 
it was banned on a pretext 
by jamas Anderton la IM7, 
though a rally still attracted 
about 500 people. Sirm Fein 
refused to send a speaker 
In IMS, SF again boycotted 
Cbs event ooapie d with 
rumours of another ban, red¬ 
uced the attendance to about 
a quarter of the ISM estim¬ 
ate. Since then, there has 
been an orchestrated propag 
anda attack, on the comm¬ 
ittee by various political 
fringe groups, accusing the 
committee of being "too 
left", "extreme", etc. Like 
the boycott of Sim Fein 
this is a further attempt 
to blackmail the committee 
Into compliance with SF 
policy, or resign. Regrettably 
the Bands Alliance have: 

been directed to apply the 
final coup de grace by ann¬ 

ouncing their intention to 
hold their own commem¬ 
orative march a week before 
the Manchester event but 
in Glasgow. Worse than sabo¬ 
tage this amounts to a shabby 
betrayal. 

It Is In recognition that the 
war in Ireland represents 
the sharpest point of the 

struggle of the working clam 
in Europe that we try to 
provide as much practical 
support or assistance as we 
possibly can to help the Irish 
working class achieve their 
stated goal of national liber¬ 
ation and socialism. It is 
for the same reason we offer 
our unequivocal support to 
the volunteers of the IRA 

and the INI.A. We do not 
say either or. 

Naturally as Revolutionary 
Socialists we enjoy a greater 
political empathy with those 
groups like the IRSP whose 
first loyalty, Indeed whose 
only loyalty is to the working 
class. And who resolve any 
question on nationalism by 
first posing the question 
of socialism. 

National Liberation 

Britidt Imperialism is the 
enemy of the Irish working 
class, Irish capitalism Its 
greatest ally. It Is the capit¬ 
alist class in the Free State, 
who have the greatest Invest¬ 
ment in the maintenance 
of the status quo, Includii* 
of course the partition of 
the country and of course 
the very people the ultimate 
enemy who must be crushed 
If "national liberation” Is 
to be anything more than 
a dictionary definition. The 
history of Ireland has proved 
that no matter how great 
the sacrifices no matter 
how heroic or nobie the move 
ment, the movement itself 
means nothing. If the object¬ 
ive of the struggle Is not 
secured. The objective, the 
successful conclusion of the 
movement means everything, 
lor whnt Is the value of 
» "country's freedom" If 
people are still in chains. 
It Is for that reason that 
if push comes to shove and 
we are forced to nail our 
colours to the mast then 
THE FLAG STAYS RED.

Dear Red Action. 

On 3rd May local Red Action 
members and supporters 
organised a meeting in Col¬ 
chester as part of the Hands 
Off Ireland y maored John 
Mitchell speaking tour. John 
had been secretary of the 
union involved in the antl- 
apartheld dispute at Dunnes 
stores in Dublin. He was 
sacked because of his un¬ 
compromising support for 
the struggle for Irish Liber¬ 
ation. 

David Rees from FLO.I spoke 
first und outlined the need 
to build a strong anti imper¬ 
ialist withdrawal movement 
In Britain, David rightly arg¬ 
ued thut the 'Time to Go' 
campaign which calls for 
British withdrawal from 
Ireland sometime is a politic¬ 
ally useless platform und 
diverts attention from the 
priority of building u real 
solidarity movement here. 
However Hands Off Ireland 
were to organise an anti- 
imperialist contingent in 
the August 'Ttmc-To-Go' 
march as tt was important 
to put our politics across 
lo. the thousands of socialists 
and trade unionists expected 
to attend. 

John Mitchell gave a brief 
history of the struggle to 
force Britain out of Ireland 
and urgued why socialists 
should give unequivocal 
support for the armed strug¬ 
gle. John made comparisons 
with other liberation struggles 
throughout the world und 
stated what we all know 
Is true - that the further 
away from these shores a 
liberation struggle is taking 


place the more like the Brit¬ 
ish left is to support it. 
He also spoke about the 
treacherous support lor the 
six-counties state by the 
trade union bureaucracy both 
here and In Ireland. 

He finished off by arguing 
that Sinn Fein was not a 
revolutionary socialist organ¬ 
isation and that It should 
be a priority for socialists 
in Irelund to build such an 
organism ion. 

There followed a lively debate 
on issues raised by John 
and David. Although (here 
was general agreement on 
most points it was argued 
from the floor thut a revolut¬ 
ionary socialist organisation 
ulrcady existed In Ireland 

the Irish Republican Social¬ 
ist Party. 

The individual who chair' 

the meeting who happened 
to be a local Red Action 
member - took the liberty 
of abusing his authority by 
ending the dlscusslun by talk¬ 
ing about the need lor Colch¬ 
ester to adopt a republican 
socialist prisoner. Those at 
the meeting who added their 
nai les to the list of people 
already willing to give money 
to this end on a regular 
basis has meant thut u pris¬ 
oner will be adopted in the 

near future. The* meeting 
attended by 21 people was 
undoubtedly a success und 
a boost for the local solid¬ 
arity 'network'.

DIVISIVE & SECTARIAN 


Dear Red Action, 

In march of this year two 
members of Merseyside Red 
Action attended a meeting 
at the Liverpool Eight Law 
Centre in which two women 
from Northern Ireland were 
on the start of a speaking 
tour of England to mark 
International Womens Week. 
The two women Involved 
were Terry Moore, a Sinn 
Fein councillor und candidate 
in the forthcoming Euro 
election, and Moira McCotter 
who spoke for the Relatives 
Action Committee, which 
campaigns for the right of 
Irish Republican prisoners 
In British julls to be allowed 
to serve out their sentences 
In prisons in Ireland. 

Moira McCotter spoke first 
and gave an excellent resume 
on the hardships caused to 
relatives of prisoners, harass¬ 
ment from police and Special 
Branch when coming over 
for a visit. Travelling costs, 
parents of prisoners who 
through old age could not 
visit etc. She ended by asking 
people to send letters and 
cards to the prisoners and 
asked for support for the 
Relatives Action Committee, 
Terry Moore spoke next. 
She outlined the major events 
In Ireland which have led 
directly on to todays situat¬ 
ion. She then went on to 
highlight the oppression that 
Irish Women have to suffer 
covering subjects like contra¬ 
ception, divorce, union rights 
etc. She sumn ed up by urging 
all present to step up the 
campaign for British with¬ 
drawal saying that as things 
worsened in Britain, the rep¬ 
ressive measures uv*d against 
(he Irish would increasingly 
be used against us. 

• I ter polite applause the 
Meeting resumed on to a 
question and answer basts. 
A representative Irons Weraey 
side RA took the floor and 
made a statement aimed 


not only at the Sinn Fein 
representatives but also at 
the people present at the 
meeting: 



Many people here will not 
be aware that at the moment 
Slim Fein Is operating open 
sectarianism and naimonhlp 
against the IRISH REPUBLIC 
AN SOCIALIST PARTY In 
Ireland and In Britain. They 
have banned IRSP members 
and supporters from the 
'Republican Association' 

clubo, they have withdrawn 
Green Croat payments to 
IRSP POW's, at lam years 
Manchester Martyrs march 

they withdrew support (aa 
in the previous year) stating 
that they would not rfiare 
a platform with a speaker 

from the IRSP, these are 
but a few examples. We 
think this la divisive and 
sectarian and find these 

moves particularly distasteful 
considering three of the IMI 
Hunger Strikers were members 
from the Irish Republican 
Socialist Movement. Would 

any of the Sian Fein repres¬ 
entatives care to comment 


upon this? 

Terry Moore addressed the 
question with one line 'I 
AM NOT IN A POSITION 
TO COMMENT* the RA rep¬ 
resentative asked her to 
repeat her reply, again she 
answered 'I AM NOT IN 
A POSITION TO COMMENT. 
Firstly we found It Incredible 
that a SF councillor could 
not or would not make any 
comment on these damaging, 
divisive and sectarian issues. 
Secondly during Terry Moores 
talk and again during a 
question dm answered, she 
called for solidarity between 
British leftwing and prog 
resolve groups and support 
for the Time to Go' charter. 
So on the one hand calling 
for solidarity between groups 
in Britain, yet, on the other 
hand, Sinn Fein obviously 
do not practice what they 
preach in their own backyard. 
Seemingly dialogue with the 
SDLP seems preferable to 
any association with the 
IRSP.

ITN's confusion arose from an incldei t when one of our 
number who could be losely described at a Red Action 
supporter, selected, and miachlevlously accused a 'chinless 
wonder' of being a member of the NF. In swift recognition 
of what was llkly to occur if his denial was not both loud 
and sufficiently emphatic to satiate his rather brutish look¬ 
ing accuser, he responded with furious and terrified denials, 
constantly repealing that "I am not violent". 

What was clearly evident was that the young Blue Blood 
of Conservative Collegiate Forum were appalled at this 
unexpected face to face confrontation with representatives 
so obviously from the 'rougher' end o( the political market, 
t hroughout the evening there was much shredding of plac¬ 
ards and resulting shrieks of indignation. There was nothing 
as exciting or energetic as 'a scuffle' and we suffered 
no arrests. In any case three arrests would have left the 
'survivor' with no one to 'talk' to.

Dear Red Action, 

In your article about the 
ruthless deportation of VlraJ 
Mendis to Sri Lanka entitled 
"Headless Chickens" (Issue 
SO March 89), vou spend 
5 out of six paragraphs att¬ 
acking the Viraj Mendis Def¬ 
ence Campaign and give 
no coverage whatsoever to 
the role played by the Home 
Office, or their spies In 
the Media, with only a glib 
reference to the role of 
ihe police and Special Branch 
You begin by criticising the 
VMDC (or holding an open 
meeting "with anyone who 
happened to be there allowed 
to take part in the decision¬ 
making”. you then proceed 
to call the demonsi rations 
following the police raid, 
which you admit were well 
attended, "pointless" on the 
grounds that there wus no 
physical attack on the Moss 
Side police, even though 
Viraj wus being held In Pent- 
onvlile Prison In London. 
You conclude that the camp¬ 
aign had no strategy but 
was relying on "the benevol- 
ence*of the state. 

Surely to assume that the 
Home Office would release 
Vtra) after people fought 
with police on such a scale 
is to assume the state is 
benevolent. 

When Ihe police raided the 
Sanctuary on Jan 18th they 
defeated the Campaign. Viraj 
had hud no Intention of "going 
underground". The campaign's 
strategy was to organise 
and call mass demonstrations 
which would allow aH. those 
supporters who wanted to 
protest against the police/- 
Home Office raid to part¬ 
icipate. To have launched 
an attack on the police at 
this point would have achiev¬ 
ed little more than mass 
arrests und heavy prison 
sentences. 

The implication of your art¬ 
icle was that the VMDC 
was no challenge to the 
state. This Is a lie. The 
VMDC's confrontation with 


the state took many forms, 
including marching, picket- 
ting, street work, stone 
throwing, questions In Parl¬ 
iament and letters from Bish¬ 
ops. Kach form representing 
the different forces involved 
In the campaign, but no form 
was allowed to dominate 
(or its own sake, as anyone 
regularly and actively involved 
in the work of the campaign 
would know. 



You "accuse" VMDC of not 
resorting to "illegal" means, 
and yet over 30 members 
have appeared In the courts 
over the past months and 
many have won victories 
in court asslrtid by the diff¬ 
erent trend* involved In the 
campaign. The VMDC never 
limited itself to legal action, 
but neither wus legal action 
excluded. 

The - demonstrations following 
Vlraj's deportation were pose 
ibly the largest demonstrat¬ 
ions against British Immigrat¬ 
ion Laws ever seen. Viraj 
deserves a salute. The defeat 
ol the VMDC cannot be 
explained away with simplistic 
references to aspects ol 
the campaigns strategy. The 
ability of the Home Office 
to raid the sanctuary raises 
profound questions as well 
as to the weakness of the 
Hrltlsh socialist and anti- 
racist movement as a whole. 
So let's have more paragraphs 
about racism and the achiev¬ 
ements of the VMDC. Let's 
have some decent debate 
comrades.

Having been spotted on the edges of the crowd we carnally 
informed some Kent miners to whom we had been chatting 
of his identity. Shortly afterwards as they passed him 
on their way lo the meeting they turned and greated him 
as one 'Evening D C Rawlins* they bawled. His head snap 
ped round like a marionette as if he had been shot, loud 
guffaws at his reaction treating him from either end ol 
the street. 

After suffering In mortified silence for five minutes of 
so he slunk off, to the visible relief of his collegues who 
had been keeping a discreet distance since his exposure. 
Oh well, worse things happen at tea. Live and learn.... 


RED ACTION SAYS: 

The article "Headless Chick¬ 
ens" did not criticize VMDC 
for having 'open' meetings 
but because VMDC seemed 
to have no contingency plans 
at all in the event of a raid 
on the church. Instead decis¬ 
ions were taken on the spur 
of the moment, with anyone 
who happened to be at the 
meeting allowed to take 
part In decisionmaking. It 
wus later disclosed that nine 
plainclothes police were 
present ai this emergency 
meeting. In ihe resulting 
confusion the sting was taken 
out ol many positive ideas. 
Equally it was never sugg¬ 
ested that '.here should be 
gratuitous attacks on the 
police, but thut invariably 
the effectiveness of marches 
and protests were often 
negated by adopting a tactic 
of avoiding confrontation. 
At all costs. In your defence 
you point out "that over 
30 members appeared In 
the courts and have won 
many victories”, the fact 
that individuals were arrested 
does not, ol course, mean 
that they were doing anything 
illegal, und as you claim that 
many were acquitted, it sugg¬ 
ests that they were not in 
fact guilty. 

You also claim tha* "the 
raid raises profound questions 
us to the weakness of the 
British Socialist und anti¬ 
racist movement as a whole. 
What profound questions does 
it raise? And where is the 
evidence that a British anti¬ 
racist movement exists. 

You claim that VlraJ had 
no intention of "going under¬ 
ground", If as repeatedly 
stated by you that on his 
forcible return to Sri Lanka 
death wus imminent then 
why was this possibility 
discounted. It also stated 
that "once the police raided 
the sanctuary on Jan ISthe 
they defeated the campaign." 
Was It expected that the 
Home Office would not raid 


Ihe church’ Or that letters 
Tram Birftops would be suffic 
lent to drive a coach and 
horses through the govern¬ 
ments immigration policy. 

Did VMDC mobilise people 
unde.- the Illusion that the 
British State would be conv¬ 
inced by humanitarian argum 
ents that the whole immlgrat 
ton policy was a mistake, 
was indeed morally unjust if 
table when everybody must 
know that the State has 
neither morals nor humanity. 
The fact that the campaign 
ended as soon as he was 
arrested Indicates that all 
the time you believed in 
the force of argument and 
were completely defenceless 
when the State eventually 
responded with the argument 
of force. Are we all expected 
to forget that these are 
the very same caretakers 
of the system that refused 
with the eyes of the wor'd 
on them, political status 
to the Irish Hunger-Strikers 
In 1981. Are we to learn 
nothing from that. To com 
Inue to foster Illusions about 
the 'Benevolence' of the 
State Is to Incomprehe ns ible 
as lo border on the ciiminaL 
Finally to wind up, to confr 
ont State is essentially to 
deny or thwart the State 
In this case to prevent a 
deportation. Not to have 
a contingency plan In the 
event that they "call your 
bluff" means one, you actually 
believe It was not necessary, 
or, two, it was not possible. 
Whatever way you look ui 
It, the campaign was buiii 
on delusion or deceit, in 
short, you were either tying 
to yourselves or misleading 
others. 

For all your bluster about 
being a "challenge to the 
state", VMDC showed that 
when It came to the crum b 
It was in effect nothing mor< 
than a protracted publicity 
stunt, with no visible benefit 
to snybody except perhaps 
the organisation that spon 
sored IL
